Gila and San Carlos rivers near the 
San Carlos 
Agency for the

the Apache Indians and the general 
public 
The report shows that at least 500 
Indians must cross 
the rivers 
in 
order to reach the agency 
and that 
through 
the 
canals 
constructed 
within the past few 
years a large 
amount of land 
is and can 
bk cul 
tivated 
That at the present time 
during the high 
water seasons 
the 
fords on both rivers are dangerous 
not 
only for the tlndiuns 
but for 
every one who attempts to cross 
It is recommended
